game, and killing it, enabling such 
hunter to take possession of the car­ 
cass, ownership shall bt* deem«*d to 
la* in the hunter whose fatal wound 
stopped the flight of such game."

The Motor Patrol will be watchful 
of those who over-load their trucks, 
and will prosecute drivers found to be 
carrying 250 pounds in excess of the 
weight allowed for the various truck 
classes. The Patrol will work in con­ 
junction with the Highway Depart­ 
ment's Motor Transport Survey. 
Careless Parking 
Tile State Highway Department’* 
Rule No. 
2 will Im? rigidly enforced 
and no parking will bi; permitted on 
any State Highway so as to interfere 
with the ordinary passage? of two- 
way traffic. 
No exceptions will be 
made. No car or truck may stop for 
any purpose where it interferes with 
the passage of two-way traffic.
